What is it about Bruno Mat tei < hiding behind his usual nom de plume Vincent 
Dawnithat causes him to delve into the world of flesh eating rats?I thought 
it was just a casual thing in Night of the Zombie s when out of the blue a 
zombie rat attacks a poor helpless extra. Now Dawn goes onto make a film with 
hundreds of these suckers on the attack. In this case more is not better as 
Rats is a very low budget humorless amalgam of horror cliches & genres. The 
film opens with a droning voice who informs us of the apocalypse that occured 
in 2015<as usual it was a nuclear war). It’s now 225AB< After the Bomb)and two 
factions rule the earth ; surface and sub-surface dwellers. The surface dwellers 
all appear to be rejects from an early 60's biker movie. This group consists 
of Kurt(the nominal hero ) , Choco 1 ate < a stunning black Italian actress) .Taurus, 
Video, Myrma & Diana<played by Cindy Ledbetter !!>. None are the least bit sympa 
-thetic & all the thesping goes down the tube due to the glaringly inept 
dubbing. In a budget concious move, they quickly enter a large warehouse , where 
they’ll remain until the end of the film. The warehouse contains large amounts 
of food and even has a green house in the basement . Before long, flesh eating 
rats are discovered and the balance of the film chronicles the group’s battle 
to outlast the vermin's relentless attack. A few do survive only to discover 
the true horror of the sub-surface population's legacy. Me, I died laughing when 
this discovery was made. 

The music attempts to imitate the relentless pounding of Gobi in, but I found 
it only headache inducing. As mentioned earlier, the dubbing is awful, even when 
it produces gems like "Computers and corpses are a bad mixture". The rat 
attacks look cheesy and consist of an actor having dozens of rats thrown at 
him. Gore is ample but doesn’t even attempt reality (such as the scene where 
a rat crawls out of an actresses mouth, no explanation is made as to how the 
rat got in there in the first place). In a scene of ultimate stupidi ty , after 
boarding up a window one of the actors blasts it with a shotgun, thus letting 
the rats gain easy access to the building. Not worth a rental unless you feel 
the urge to punish yourself for some past misdeed.

Andrew Prine stars in this 1973/1975 production set in the Nevada Desert. The 
plot consists of two stories which merge predictably to the climax. One is a 
"Women in Cages" style melodrama with Prine keeping girls in his "barn" of 
the title. There is some ridiculous humiliation scenes which are very funny 
but much of the running time is spent with Prine ranting and raving ludicrous 
dialogue to numerous chained women. The second thread provides the action, which 
is sadly i nf requent , by having Prine’s radiation scarred father killing off 
random people in the desert. It’s a fairly average diversion but better enter 
-tainment than a normal nights tv. It is sadly lacking in explicit violence 
and gore which would have spiced it up tremendousl v .There are , however . no 
"naked dead" as in the title but there is a "barn" . Nei ther title is very apt 
but I couldn’t think of a suitable title either. Can you??
